Together with the ewo Nodes, the head 
of the Dragon, marked thus 9. and the tayl 
of rhe D/agon, marked thus Vf, 

Bur we, not knowing any reaſon we have 
ro obſerve eithcr cthele names or theſe cha- 
racers, have withour any ſcruple of conſci- 
ence made bold ro change both. For as long 
as we have Saints of our- own, I think 1t 
more firtins ro make uſe of them, then of 
the Idols of the Heathen. I wonder Pope 
Zachary that 'excommunicated YVrrgelius for 
holding there were Antz»odes, did nor do 
this before me 3 I am confident it was be- 
cauſe he did nor rhink on't. Though l be- 

lieve, if he had done i, I ſhould have 
found our ſomerhing elſe, and ſo 'tis all one. 

Well then, that there are ſeven Playets 
we grant ; but thar they arc nam'd and cha- 
racer'd as they have bcen hitherto, we do 

| ut- 
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utterly deny. And I dare verily affirm, thar 
all thoſe that do fo will have no cauſe to 
repent it, cither in this world, or in the 
world to come. _ 

The firit then whoſe name is Saturn, we 
ſhall call Sr. Fames, and his charaSter 1s a 
Salt Pitchard. 

The ſecond, whoſe name is Jupiter, we 
ſhall call Sr. Denms, and his character is a 
pair of Paxtaloon Breeches. 

The third, whoſe name 1s Mars, we ſhall 


call Sr.Taffy,and his character is three great

Now the rwo Nodes, the head of the 
Dragon, and che rayl of rhe Dragon, ( for 
we (hall nor alcer the name of the Dragon 
for St. George his lake) rhe firſtys St. George 
his Bedchamber, and the arcs the King 
of /59p:s daughrers Bedchamber ; and 
therefore when. St. Gegrge Comes into her 
chamber, or thar Mc comes into his, you 
may ſee in a pail of Warer how rhe king of 
Agypts daughter dances, and throws her 
ſelf berween the carch and ber paramour, 
left we ſhould {ce waar rhey are a doing ; 
for they are then moſt properly ſaid ro be 
IN.conjurtton. | 

There arc alſo rwelve {1gnes. The firſt of 
theſe according ro the Aneents is fancied to 
bea Kan: ; and they with. needs have a Ram 
there in bonour ot teen fleece, Bur we 
wich as much probabygty do fancy it ro be 
a C atartountarn. Now [afFO Catamountarn was 
ttellify'd ſome fitry year ago for kitning in 
rhe Tower, becauſc.ihe was fo charirable 
as ro provide azainit the exrinion- of her 
family. 

The ſecond is fancied to be a Byl! : be- 


cauſe 
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cauſe that Jupttey chang'd himſelf into a 
Bull, when he carried away Europa ; but we 
with as much probability rake it ro be a 
Lord Mayors horſe with rhe Trappings on. 
For the ſtorie goes, that Heywood the Citie 
Poer, being much beholding to one of the 
Mayors, ſtarrity'd his borſe, not bcing able 
ro perform that honour to the Mayor him- 
ſelt; by reaſon thac no Cuckolds are per- 
mitred ro go to Heaven. 

The third che Poers feign to be Caſtorand 
Pollax, the {ons of *upiter, plac'd there by 
their tarhcr, and this Signe rhey call Gemznr. 
Now we lay they are utterly mittaken, and 
thatif chey would look better, they would 
finde ir to be a #indmill, and it was plac 
there to grinde the wheat which yearly 
growes our of Tupiters Nurſes horn, other- 
wile called Cornvcopra. 

The next figne they make to be a Crab, 
which they ſay was ite!lified for nipping Pha- 
eton by the great toe when he tell into Err- 
dann Bur Claudin Dayiotin his book Of the 
judgement of the $'4rs, believes ir rather to 
be a Sea horſe ; to which opinion we are apt 


to adhere ; for whac Crab 1n the world was 
A 2 EVCr 
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ever thirty degrees long ? now becauſe there 
i5 no man thar ever ſaw a Sea-horle, there- 
fore it any one ſhould rell us thar it were 
ren times as long, and by conſcquence fitter 
for that place, there is no body can contra- 
dit him, 

The fifth Signe they ſay is a Lyon 3 and 
this muſt needs be che Nemearn Lyon thar 
Hercules kill'd. Burl ſay 'tts a Dragon, and 
the very Dragon which St. George kill'd, I 
wonder what they have to ſay to the con- 
erary ? 

The fixch Signe rhey call Y:rgo 3 who was 
a certain Virgin chat fled to Heaven becauſe 
ſhe was perſecuted here on earth. But I de- 
ny this for two reaſons ; Firſt, becauſe if 
fhe died a Maid the was ro lead Apes in 
Hell, and therefore Heaven was no place for 
her ; and ſecondly, if ſhe were a handſom 
Maid ( as they fay ſhe was) 7 dare ſay there 
was no man fo uncivil as todo her any harm. 
Therefore rather belicve Col:mitins Tranſ- 
tetter, who in his Aftronomical Canons, ſaith, 
that this Sign plainly reſembleth a Blew coat 
Boy. Now you muſt know that this Blew coat 
was the firſt that ever was in Chri#-Church, 

and 
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and was made a Conſtellation, becauſe he 
was the firſt inventer of Jackalents, 

The ſeventh Signe they fancy to be like 
a pair of Scales, and call it L1bra: but AlLu- 
bater (aith, he lookr and could {ce nothing 
at all there ; and therefore 7 believe the 
place is lefr vacant for a certain Alderman, 
who it he ſhould chance to toul himſclt in 
Heaven as he did on carth, has Hercules, 
King Pelew's Oftler, rhere at hand to 
cleanſe him, as he did the Auzear ftable. 

The eight Signe they fay is a Scorpron; 
Truly Reader, ic 15 a very ſtrange thing, that 
4 man ſhould riot be able ro diſcern a Scor- 
| pron from a Gridiron, For to tell ye the 
ruth, tis a plain Gr:dtrop, and that very 
Gr:idtron that St. Laurence was broyled on. 

The ninth Sign, they ſay, is a Ceztavre 5 
This was Neſſw that clapr Dejanira, who 
gave *Hercules the Pox, of which he dicd. 
A fir fellow indeed to be in Heaven. Let 
um look therefore a little berter, and they'll 
fnde it to be a Spaniſh Doublet with hanging 
{lecves. This was the Doubler which Doz 
Q4rxot wore in all his adventures. Albohal; 
in his book of the Knowledge of the Stars, 

A 4 faich, 
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faith, that there is a copy of verſes writ 
upon it by Sancha P axcha in praiſe of Dulcina 
del Toboſo. | 

The tenth ſigne they ſay is a Goat. But 
ler um lock upon ir again in a clear night, 
and they will finde ir to be a pair of Smiths 
Bellows. They were the ſame that Vulcan 
us'd, when he made the Armour for 4- 
chiles. 

The next is Aquarims, as they ſay, or the 
Tarkard-bearer. But all the world knows 
that Taxkard-bearers were not ſo antienr. 
I therefore believe Tychobrahe, who in his 
ARronomical Gimcracks will have it tobe a 
parr of Toxgs, which is very probable. 7 be- 
leve they were the Toxzs with which Saint 
Dunftan caught the Devil by the noſe. 

The eweltch and laſt 2ne they make to 
be rwo Fiſhes, which were caught for Tuzo, 
who being with childe longed tor that kind 
of Dyer. She was very greedy of them, 
and ſwallowed them down whole : bur, 
being not able ro digeſt um,as the ſtory gocs, 
{le tpewd um up again upon this place, Prr 
I ſay they were neither fiſh nor fleſh, but 
two red Herings, which Vas Trumy» carricd 
> 
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to heaven with him when he vyas killed, 
for the honour of his Countriemens fiſhing 
Trade. 


Of the AſpeRs of the Planets. . 
gf Planers regard or look upon one 


another ſeveral vvayes. 

Firſt, you ſhall finde that one. Planer 
looks askevy upon another, and this is called 
a Trine AſpeR. 

Somerime one Planet looks upon another 
as the Devil looked over L:xcols, and this 
is called a Sextile Aſpe8. 

Sometimes they look one upon another 
as if butter vvould nor melt in their mouths, 
and this is called a Q»artile Aſpe8. 

Novv if one Planer look upon another 
as the Devil looked over Lincoly, this aſpeR 
is not good. 

Bur if the Planer St. James be in the firſt 
degree of the Catamouztain, vvhich is rhe 
firtt Signe, ane any other of the Planers be 
wich his head in the portage pot,rhis is call'd 
2 
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z ſextile aſpect, and is indifferent good. 

Bur if Sr. James or the too ſalt Pithcards 
be in the firſt degree of the Caramountain, 
and that any other of the Planets look up- 
on him like one that hath ſtole a pudding, 
this is called a trine aſpet, and ir be- 
rokenerh concord and friend(hip. 

Bur when one Planer is in che Eaſt, and 
the other- in che Weſt, right orc againlt 
one another, then are thoſe Planers faid 
to be tm oppoſition, This is a {ad aſe 
and berokenerh ſorrow and trilulation 

But it ewo Planets ride ſo cloſe togethcr, 
thar one can hear Y ethers horſe teſf then 
are they ſaid ro be in ConjunEtion. This al- 
pect is etther good or bad, as the Aſtrologer 
himſelt pleaſes. 

Courreous Reader, before you proceed 
any further,jbe ſure you ger by heart what 
we have already ſet down; for elſe you will 
hever attain to any perfection in this ſcience 
a$long as you live.

On the firſt line wrice 
green ſleeves, on the ſecond write pudding 
pyes , on the third the pifture of a flageller, 
upon the fourth. pur an Owles head, on- the 
fra fur cap, on the ſix three whirligrgs, on 
the ſeventh ler there be a pair of Taylours 
ſherrs, on the cighr a dog cofar,on the ninth 
a flower-del:ce, on the renth a tobaccopipe, on 
the eleventh, four renpeny nails, and upon 
the twelfe Cupids Low. ln the ſquare ler 
there be three blackamores heads, and in their 
foreheads, ler the year, day and hour of rhe 
nattyiry be writ, as vou ſee in this figure.

And becauſe 
char there is an Office of intel}izence,rhere 
where every Man and VV oman is diſcribed 
and rolled as they toll horſes in Smrthfield, 
therefore you may know there the com- 
plexion , thape, fiature and proportion of - 
every body in the VVorld. Now Reader 
it you'l believe this you may, bur truly TI 
would nor have you, becauſe / hardly be- 
lieve tr my felt. 

Bur this isnor all, forit St. James, or St. 
Taffy, be in this houſe, at the time of a 
Mans. asking a queſtion, { molt ſtrange 
co tell ) thee: Man ſhall have a ſcar in tus 
face. You-may think this a miracle, bur 
yer there 15 & cerrain Aſtrologer that fayes, 
he bath found tt true in a hundred examples. 

Bur if che Ko of Egypts Davgitey, or 
St. Dawrds Miftreſs, which are borh white 
Planets be in this Houſe,rthen there happens 


- another Miracle as firange as the former, 


tor then the party thar 1s born wil! be 


pale and wan, and efteminate, and more- 
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over at ſucha time all new ſuits that are 
made, are white or grey, or ncre that co- 
Jour, and ic 15 a very happy polition of the 
Planets, for thoſe thar ſell whire ſarcener, 
and linnen Drapers. Therctore alſo thoſe 
Virgins 'that car oatmeal , chalke, and 
white wall , are born under theſe Planets, 
and their ſignifications do defcend all from 
this houle. | 

'The ſecond Houle is next ro the firſt, bur 
iris more convenient then the firft, by rea- 
ſon rhar it hath a back-(ide belonging to it ; 
now in this back fide there growes a yew 
wee, abour which a great Maſtiff 
walks perperually, howling and ſcraping, as 
if the Devil were in him, and therefore 
this houſe porrends the good or bad fortune 
of all forts of fourfoored Creatures and 
fowle. The fignifications thereof reach ro 
Bucchers , Poulterers, Mole catchers, Rat- 
catchers, Pochers , Lowbellers , Sowgeld- 
ers, &c. If St. Taffy and St. James meet to- 

her in this houſe, all che calves that are 
then born will be made veal of,and all cars, - 
hogs , horſes, cocks and bulls chen coming 
to life , Will looſe their ſtones ; Bur if Sr. 


Avrdrew 
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Ardrew and St. George are moderately for- 
tuifi'd, and in any tenev.lenrt aſpc&, then 
the calves that are then born will be prefer- 

\ved for Bulls and milch cowes. - bur if St. 
James be placed in this houſe and be Lord 
rhereof, 1t ſignifies good fortune, and the 
dogs that are then whelp'd, arc like ro be 
ih great eſteem with their Ladies, ſuch are 
Iſland Curs, and little Spanicls with long 
cars. 

The Third houſe is paved with guilt nut- 
megs, and the ceelings are of Amber- 
greece. It ſignifies Kingſhip, ſupport of 
Commonwealrhs, and great kindred ; The 
' King of Sweden was born when St. George 
was in this houſe. Bur if St: Azdrew come 
into this houſe it portends the downfall of 
all commuttees of Safety. 

The hangings which are in this houſe 
are red and yellow. And therefore St. T af- 
fy being in che Cuſp, and Lard of the 4ſ- 
cendent , it is good for foormen , Coach- 
men and fools in playes. 

The Fourth houſe gives judgment of ſcab- 
bed heads, and green ginger ples; as alſo 
when it is good to ear tripes, blote herrings,

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Fried frogs, rotten eggs, and Monkeys tails 


burrer'd, as alſo whether whores be 
ſound or no, whether a man ought to crack 
his nuts of {wallow them whole,when a Man 
may lye with another mans wite, bur not 
when another man lycs with his own, for 
thar the teſt Aſtrologer could never tel). 

"this houſe is Fung with red bays and 
ouile leather, and therctorc it is very pro- 
pitious tro Aldermen, States Watrermen, 
choſe that make Ryſh:alcather chairs, and 
women that wear red waſtcoars;children ai- 
ſo that are begot in red beds will enjoy ve- 
ry great bencht from the ſi2nifications of 
this houſe. 

By che fift houſe we judge of Alchoules, 
Embaſſadors , Trumpercrs, and Wecmen 
with child , band(tring-makers, and chim- 
ney {weepers. As alſo when a man ought 
to 20 to the houſe of Office ; and how 
many times in a year a man may bc drunk, 
when to go to bed and when to riſe. 

Before the door of this houſe , inſtead 
of rwo poſts, ſtand ewo Barbers blocks 
vvith povvder'd perrivvigs on thcir heads, 
and blacks band about their necks, (hevv- 
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ing the colours proper to this houſe which 
are black and white ; ſo that this 1s a moſt 
unfortunate houſe, and 1s: nly propirtous 
ro the Reader of Sr. Clemears who burics 
much, as alſo ro Milleners, Bearers, Com- 
firmakers , ſellers of roſemary and ſweet 
warcr. 

The ſixt houſe concernerh Galliflaves, 
Maid-ſervants , Swinheards , Shepheards, 
Warreners, makers of tindcr boxes, Car- 
men, Cryers ot hot Applepies, Vintners, 
Cardinals, Kennel rakers, Popes, Welſh 
Itincrant Miniſters, and the Devil and all. 

This Houſe rejoyceth in black, and is 
hung with black velver and Scurcheory. Ic 
is proPirious to thoſe thar ihew rhe tombs, 
Clerks of pariſhes, and dancing Maſters. 

1 he ſeventh houſe oiverh judgment of 
marriages, Wives , quarre!s, love queſti- 
ons, Ducls, as alſo when it will be ſeaſona- 
ble for a Man ro fire his houſe, when ro 
tee his Lawyer, when to bribe the Judge, 
when a fſuic in Chancery will be ended, 
when to play at 1z and 1p, Where to 
bring ones hogs to a fair marker. 

In this Houſe there is mach uſe of bow- 
B 2 pots, 
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pots, and ſparemint growes in glaſſes al- 
moſt in every VWingdow of the Houle , 
whence you mult obſerve thar green: is the | 
colour of this houſe. Therefore ir is very 
propittous to grecn-coat-boyes, and women 
chat wear blew Aprons. Bur if St. 7 aff 
be Lord of this houſe, then will it be very 
convenicnt for a Man to eat green checlc. 

This Houſe rhey ſay is a Maſculine houſe, 
but why more Maſcuiine then Feminine, 
there was never any man in this World yet 
that could tell. 

The Erghth houſe gives judgment of Fa- 
thers and Children, when a Son may wiſh 
the death of his Father, and when a man 
oughr to look our after an kusband for his 
daughter, what portion a man ought ro 
give her, how many flirches of bacon 
crves Leaden-Hall marker every week. Ir 
fhewes you whar kind of dearh a Man 
ſhall dye of, bur more certainly it ſhews 
you whar kind of death a man did dye of, 
abour a weak afrer his death , who ſhall 
be a mans ncxt heir , if he have any kindred 
in the World. 

This houſe rules the Privie parts, and 

therefore 
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therefore thoſe thar ate born under it are. 
like ro prove very Lecherous. This 1s a 
Female or ſhe houle 3 now whar the dif- 
4 ference is berwcen a He houſe and a She 
; .houle, you ſhall know aboura hundred year 
hence. 

This houſe delights in mouſcolour, this 
houſe is a very bad houſe, and it is to be 
tcar'd that if ir be not very ſuddain!y re- 
pair'd it may fall about a mans cars. 

The »:#th houſe concernes all thoſe thar 
*undertake voyages to Greerlaxd, c{pecially 
in the depth of Winter 3 thoſe that go. 
on pilgrimage ro Mecca, and Jeruſalem. 

' Suchallo as trade to Perſia for Demicaſters 
and choſe that trade into Preto-Jobns 
Country for tobacco , thimbles and Mar- 
tlemas beete. As allo Teſuites, Domini- 
cans and French taylors. The interpretatt- 
on of dreams and vitions alſo, fome ſay 
are very proper for rhis houſe, bur as for 
that 7 am not fo well ſarisfied, nor ſhall 
not be yet theſe three weaks.

Though others do fay becauſe it ruleth the 
Hips, tundament and thighs, that is a beuſe
